are all Stalinists." 


This appeared directed 
particu- 


larly at the satellites, since 
the 


Kremlin has charged repeatedly 
thai the Hungarian rebellion 
was 


a Fascist plot fomented by "West- 
ern (imperialists." 
Khrushchev 


seemed to be promising that

such future outbreaks would

met with the same military crack, 
clown which Stalin
